The historic jKeartarge was built st 


the navy yard here, the keels of the Os- 
sipee acd Kearsarge, sister chips, be- 
ing laid in April, 1861. 
The former was 


launched in November and the latter in 
Oeeember of th»t yi ar, and were called 
at the time a new style of sloop of war. 


The Keanarge was of wood, tbe tim- 


ber for ber coming from this state. She 
was 196 feet, 10 ji cbes in length, with a 
beam of 3J feet, ttn inches, and a mean 
draught of 15 feet, 9 inches, (with 1550 
tons djsplscf meet. Sbe b«d a speed of 
uice knots, which wes considered very 
good at the time she w?s built. The 
proportion of space occupied by boilers 
and engines was more than bad been as- 
signed in previous constructions and 
her coal capacity was 165 tons. She 
proved a very handy vessel, and gave a 
new impetus to tbe construction of ves- 
sels of ber class, several of which were 
afterwards turned out. 


Tbe Kearsarge had visited this yard 


many times and was last fitted out for 
sea here in 1893. That summer tha 
Ecursarge Naval association of Boston, 
composed of naval veterans of the War 
of the Rebellion, made a special excur- 
sion to this city and paid a visit to the 
old ship. Several of the party were on 
her when she fought the Alabama. 


She last left here in July, 1893, in 


command of Capr. A. S. Crowinahield, 
at present chief of the bureau ~oTnavt' 
gation at Washington. Soon after, she 
was made the flagship of Admiral BUn- 
ton tt.t Bio, and at the time or her de- 
struction was tbe flagship of the North 
Atlantic squadron and had on beard 
Acting Bear Admiral Oscar F. Stanton, 
with Commander Oscar F. Heyeraan in 
charge. 


When lost she was eu route to Nic- 


aragua, whither she had been ordered 
to protect American interests during 
troubles that then existed between Nic- 
aragua and Honduras.

Kore so than an infantryman. 
This 


toade cavalry duty on picket hazardous 
in the extreme, and to be detailed for 
this duty was regarded as one of the 
greatest hardships of cavalry service. 


Our picket posts usually consisted 


of a corporal and three privates, with 
two hours on duty and four off. This 
was a. regular routine for a day's ser- 
vice on picket. "When far away from 
eamp, we generally, had a reserve force 
Of twenty-five or thirty men to sup- 
fort the outposts. 


Our regiment, during 1863, was en- 


gaged in doing picket duty in Fairfax 
London, and Farquier Counties, and 
adjacent territory Jn Virginia. 
This 
•eetion was infested 
with Mosby's 


"gterUlaa, who were a constant terror, 
fcnd a source of great damage to us 
These bushwhackers were almost in- 
variably residents of the country, and 
knew all the roa^s and saddle-paths 
through the woods. We lost more men 
who were killed or captured while or 
picket than in any other way. These 
bushwhackers would locate our picket 
posts during the day, and at night 
would steal in behind us, between the 
post and the reserve; then, with a dash 
and a. yell, sweep down on the post 
and shoot or capture it before the re- 
serve could come to its rescue. 
/ 


Mosby's men were brave, daring, and 


often reckless; and^the very daredevil 
nature of their dec-ds often proved the 
cause of their success; and, however 
humiliating it is to a Union cavalry- 
man to admit it, truth compels us to 
say that these guerillas were, as a rule 
more 
than equal to the average 


cavalryman in the Union service, un- 
til later on, when experience and hard 
service had sliown the methods neces- 
sary to match them. The muster rolls 
of the Sixteenth and Thirteenth New 
York 
and 
Second 
Massachusetts 


Cavalrymen will show that a large 
proportion of those killed or captured 
met their fate at the hands of Mosby's 
men while doing picket duty. 


These guerillas, however, were not 


always the winners; and upon one 
memorable occasion at least they had 
the tables turned in a manner thai 
eome of ihera always remembered. 


A partj- from our regiment was do- 


ing picket d'Uty out on Little River 
turnpike, at a place called German- 
town, in Fairfax County. Some of our 
regiment had been captured at this 
point a few days previous, and Mosby's 
men were known to be in the neigh- 
borhood. 
The outpost h?d been in- 


creased to fifteen men, with a lieu- 
tenant in charge. 
Just before dark 


the lieutenant had the men gather a 
quantity of old telegraph-wire that 
had fallen from the poles, and lay 
along the road; and then, measuring 
so that it would reach a mounted man 
about the neck, he stretched this wire 
front tree to tree, entirely around the 
post. Of corirse, this wire was in- 
visible in the night, and it was stronp 
enough to unboree any one riding 
against it. About midnight the well- 
known rebel yell was heard, as a party 
rtme dashing towards the post. But 
IhftSr yells dniflcly turned to bowls. n« 
KtrikinK th<? wire, many of them wer* 
unhorsed, tnd for once the usual re- 
Ktitfs w*r* revwsed, for our men cnp- 
tur«4 many of them, and for cvci 
abollto«d tbe dashes of Mosby's men 
«at our flcket-Unes.

This was necessary, a? 


toe safety of the army depended upon 
tae watchfulness of us guards; but it 
numetimes occurred afier da>s acd 
Bights of hard marching, when ii was 
almost a physical impossibility to kee; 
awake. Itoubtless some were shot foi 
sleeping on post during the civil wai 
irLo were thus overcome by exhaus- 
tion, and who really were good soldiers 
in every sense. 


In 1854 our brigade was encamped al 


Vienna. Va.. and was engaged in do- 
ing picket duty from Fairfax Court- 
house to Dranesville. While thus en- 
gaged, a member of the Thirieenifc 
New York Cavalry deserted froia 3m 
post and joined Mosby's men. 
Thjj 


was tbe most serious crime a soldk-i 
could commit. Desertions to go hom< 
were rather frequent and were ofter 
overlooked, and rarely, if ever, punish- 
ed with death, but deserters to thf 
enemy were .always shoi when th? 
traitor could be secured. In this case 
the traitor deserted while doing the 
important duty of a picket, thus leav- 
ing the door unguarded and the cami 
liable to a surprise. 


A scouting party fortunately cap- 


tured a detachment of rebels a day 01 
two after this desertion, and among 
the prisoners was the deserter. 
He 


was immediately tried by a drum-heac 
court-martial, found guilty, and sen- 
tenced to be shot the following day 
The brigade was drawn up in a hol- 
low square, with the rear rank "oper 
order," and the doomed man, seated or 
a rough pine box which was to be hi:- 
coffin, in a cart, was driven around 
the square, while the band played the 
death, march, and then down the cen- 
tre where his grave had been dug. 
Here he was taken out of the cart, 
his coffin placed alongside of his grave 
and he was made to kneel thereon 
blindfolded. Then, the twelve men de- 
tailed for the execution, six with out- 
lets and six with blank cartridges, nc 
one knowing which he had, were 
drawn up at twelve paces, solemn 
stern, but unwilling executioners oi 
the dread justice and unyielding nec- 
essity of war. The eyes of 3,000 ol 
those who had been his friends were 
fixed upon him without pity or sym- 
pathy. The sharp word of command 
"Attention!""Ready!" "Aim!" "Fire!' 
and the attending surgeon steps up tc 
the heap of humanity, not to rendei 
kindly aid, but to make sure that nc 
aid can be rendered, and then we all 
hear the word of command, "Close 
order!" "March by Fours!" "Right 
wheel, forward march!" and we gladly 
leave the scene where the only de- 
serter from out brigade was executed 
during the war. 


"Gator Grantors." 


Colonel "Jim" Patterson, of South 


Florida, was talking this evening on a 
popularly supposed to be familiar. It 
subject with which all Floridians are 
was the subject of alligators. 
"We 


have with us people who are known as 
' 'gator grunters,' " said he. They have 
practised this so Jong that they suc- 
cessfully imitate the grunt of an alli- 
gator. Th«y act as guides to parties 
of Northern tourists during the winter 
and often hunt 'gators on their own ac- 
count. They take a big wagon, and 
as a rule, go out to the edge of the 
glades. Through the flat woods arounc 
the margin of the glades there are 
many little lakes that in the dry sea- 
son subside except directly in the mid- 
dle, 
where the 'gators make a deer 


puddle, which is known as a ' "gatoi 
hole.' 
The expert hunter takes his 


place near this hole, and, concealing 
himself, begins to produce that pe- 
culiar grunt in imitation of a 'gator 
Pretty soon there is a slight move- 
ment of the water, and a long, black 
head shows up. Then another comes 
to the surface. Then the old bull 'ga- 
tor crawls up into the mud along the 
water. The others follow him. The\ 
come in search of the sound, and when 
they are far enough from the watei 
the slaughter begins."

If you shouM happen to be in St. 


Louis* some night during the theatrical j 
season, and should drop into tbe j 
Standard Theater at Seventh and Wai- j 
nut streets you would see a tall. thin. | 
rather elderly man standing at the 
door.

Above ail. his eyes will at- 
tract your attention. They are small 
and set close together. Their color is 
a light bluish gray. Over them there 
seems to float a film which renders 
them opaque at times, and yet if he 
looks at you sharply there will come 
a hard, cold glint into them that will 
tell you their owner is a safe customer 
to be let alone when he is roused. Still, 
when the lips break into a smile these 
same eyes can twinkle and dance with 
a merriment that is magnetic. They 
say in Missouri that this eye is typical 
of men whose proudest and most truth- 
ful boast is that they have nerve, but 
no nerves. 


This man is Frank James, brother 


of Jesse, train robber and outlaw gen- 
erallly, says a correspondent of the 
New York Sun. He is doorkeeper, and 
has been for three seasons past. 
Colonel James J. Butler, politician and 
son of the Democratic boss of the 
town. Colonel Ed 
Butler, 
put him 


in this place. People flocked to the 
theater at first just to see the old out- 
law, but the story became an old one 
by and by, and none but strangers in 
the city took any particular notice of 
the doortender. He comes and goes 
to his work as regularly and as soberly 
as any man could, and holds his head 
high. He has two ambitions. One is 
that he mav some day be made • a 
police commissioner, and the other 
that he may be chief of police. One 
day he was standing 
in the theater 


lobby talking with some of his friends 
about the appointment of a new chief 
of police. 


"How would"! do for that place?" he 


asked with a smile. No one knew ex- 
actly what to answer. There was an 
embarrassing pause, and then the old 
outlaw drew himself up and let that 
hard glint into his eyes. "For twentj 
years," he said, "I defied them all to 
catch me, and I guess I could do a 
little catching myself if I tried." 


Still there are other times when 


James seems to realize the forbidding 
handicap under which he labors. Tba 
newspapers of St. Louis are continual- 
ly referring to him as the ex-bandit 
and ex-train robber, and it angers nici 
terribly. 


"Why can't they leave me alone?" 


he cried out one day, after reading one 
of these references. "For twelve years 
I've been .trying to do the right *hing. 
I've been working as hard and as hon- 
estly as zny man alive to earn an hon- 
est living, and they won't let me alone. 
They won't give me a chance. But I'll 
tell "you this"—and as he uttered the 
words he took off his hat and raised 
his right hand—"before God I never 
did an act 
in my life that I wag 


ashamed of, and I never stole a cent. 
They tried to hang me on perjured 
testimony, but they couldn't do it." 


Colonel James believes in "personal 


liberty." It was this sentiment that 
drove him under the black flag with 
Quantrell in his terrible border war 
fare, at which Missounans still shud- 
der in memory. It was this seniimenl 
that made him a hunted outlaw for 
twenty years. 


Although poor. James is proud. H« 


is also modest, and refuses to take ad 
vantage in a monetary way of his un- 
welcome notoriety. Two years ago 
after Steve Erodie had made his sue- 
cess on the stage, an effort was mada 
to get James to follovw suit, but he 
steadfastly refused. Tom Miaco, a va- 
riety manager, made him an offer to 
star in a melodrama to be written 
especially for him. the principal inci- 
dent of which was to be a train rob 
bery. James said he was insulted at 
the proposal. 


"If I could go on the stage," he said 


"as a legitimate 
actor, and make a 


success of it, I would be glad enougl 
to do it, but I'm not gniug on to makl 
a show and sell my self-respect." 


James neither drinks nor smokes 


He never carries a weapon. He keepl 
away 
from places where he 
thinki 


trouble is likely to occur. Only whet 
be is roused to a great state of excite- 
ment does he use protanity, and thet 
as soon as he catches himself he tem- 
pers it with a "gol darn" instead of tht 
real thing. lie hns also l>ecome quit! 
studious. He reads a great deal, ant 
it is no uqcoiumoji, U^ift& to find bin 
"on"Jthe abot' of vtlie theater, ^trith I 
translation of Virgil 6V- Homer, read 
ing it apparently,witfcj&e keenest en- 
joyment 41«his leisure moments. Hi 
is a good talker and an entertaininl 
man, but he rarely speaks of his past 
even to his closest friends. His alltv 
slons to his carper after the war a« 
few and far between, and always ii 
general terms.

The young man says 
be works 3,000 hours a yesr, and hLs 
father 2.000 Lours, while the mother 
attends to mauers indoors, but that 
they hardly come out even; in scn:e j 
years be thinks they run behind, and 
he is quite sure that the majority of 
farmers in that locality are operating 
at a loss. 


Upon inquiry, we find that no ac- 


counts are kept, that the returns from 
the farm are at best only guesswork, 
and it is admitted that a few of the 
neighbors are making money on small 
fruit, chickens and 
retailing 
milk. 


The young man says he keeps seven 
cows and three horses, some chickens, 
cuts 25 tor.-; of hay that is fed out on 
the place, two acres of corn yielded 
200 bushels of ears and a lot of fodder, 
two acres of potatoes were almost a 
failure, an acre of strawberries and an- 
other of raspberries yielded poorly last 
season and what few apples there were 
Totted badly. This year promised beU 
ter than '97, and last year was a little 
better than '96, when he figures that 
the total sales were $COO, including for 
milk $300, calves ?50, strawberries |33, 
raspbeiries !;t57, eggs, $oO, chickens §25, 
wood $25, potatoes $15, apples $15, mis- 
cellaneous $20. He estimates that they 
paid out $350, including for hired help 
$100, 
feed $100, incidentals $100, fer- 


tilizers and taxes $50. He thus esti- 
mates a net cash return from the farm 
of §250, besides $100 worth of its prod- 
uce consumed in the family and house 
rent worth $150, or a total of $500 for 
the year's work of father and son. 


From his letters and from our own 


special knowledge of that town and its 
farms, we are forced to conclude that 
our young friend doesn't know when 
he is well off. Hundreds of New Eng- 
land farmers are doing better than he 
Is w ithout half as good a chance. With 
3 cents per quart at the door for milk 
the year round, most dairymen would 
think they had a snap. 
They would 


double and treble their number ol 
cows and would make their 
farm 


feed 
them 
by an 
intensive 
rota- 


tion of forage crops and 
use of 


the silo. They 
would rip up 
part 


of the old pasture and 
make a few 


acres of it produce as much feed as 
the whole pasture now does. Poultry 
should be increased, vegetables and 
fruits produced more liberally, only 
good cows kept, and probably 
two 


horses would do all the business. Lota 
of our readers will say that this young 
man has a snap if he only makes the 
most of his opportunities. 


His figures, are probably quite unre- 


liable, in the absence of any record. 
Both father and sen have a compara- 
tively easy time of it, especially eight 
months in the year compared to the 
mechanic who worts in a close shop 10 
hours 
a day for $1 50 to f 2.50, and 


rover knows how soon he will be out 
of a job or \ivhea.hc will get another. 
The average mechanic of late years has 
barely mannged to exist, and few there 
be who can show any gain at the close 
of the year after paying rent and liv- 
ing expenses. We believe that if our 
young friend would charge the farm 
with all the expense and labor put onto 
it. and credit the farm at fair mar- 
ket prices with all that is taken from 
it (whether consumed by the family or 
sold to other consumers makes no dif- 
Terence), the result would be a balance 
on the right side sufficient to pay 6 to 
8 per cent, on the capital invested in 
the business after allowing good value 
for the services of fatfier and son.

NeW York. Feb. 1—Light has at last 


been thrown on the mysterious Adams 
poisoning case. District Attorney Card- ; 
int-r raid today b« was of iht opinion : 
thai the pe>«on ifullly of si-nding thr 
; 


|njj*on to liarnet and to Cornish was a 
moral pervert, and that he would b«r able 
to addut-e evidence at the ir.qu-si that 
would lead to the arrest of two and per- 
fcap£ three persona. He said he had the 
necessary evidence for thi?. The poison 
feat to Cornish caused the death of Mrs. 
Kale J. Auams on Dec. 28. last. 


For the past three days Col. Oardined 


has been making a personal Invwttlga- 
tion into the deaths of Mrs. Adams 
and H. Uarnei, the former member of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club, who died 
In November under suspicious circum* 
stances, lie is now convinced that the 
the death of the two were intimately con- 
nected, although the motive in the mur- 
der of Mrs. Adams was undoubtedly 
against the life of Cornish, the physical 
director of the Knickerbocker A. C. An 
investigation relative to the handwrit- 
ing In the case has convinced Mr. Gardi- 
ner of these conclusions. 


Col. Gardiner today addressed a letter 


to Coroner Hart, saying that from inves- 
tigations he thinks the body of Barnet 
should be exhumed at once, unless it 
should be found that the body was em- 
balmed previous to burial with a fluid 
containing mercury. 


"In spite of the fact," Col. Gardiner 


said, "that Dr. Beamao Douglass certi- 
fies that Earners death was due to an- 
other cause, my investigations warrant 
me in the belief that the body should be 
disinterred and examined. In this con- 
nection I have written the coroner, and 
I have told him that my office would 
stand the expense of such an investiga- 
tion. The cases, of Barnet and Mrs, 
Adams are, In my opinion, alike. Th»re 
Is an intimate connection between the 
two. and the motives for the two are. in 
my opinion, alike. 


"The interest of the public demands 


that we now go on and investigate the 
case. Six weeks have now eleapsed. 
The report of the chemist is in the Jiamis 
of the coroner. The police department 
has been steadily at worR, and have 
made no arrests. Last Sunday I was 
at pplice headquarters all day, and 
there examined witnesses. At the close 
of the day the matter was fre?h in my 
mind, and what I had learned made me 
anxious to pursue some new lines of m- 
Qulry which occurred tome. I proceeded 
at once and had brought before me repu- 
table persons who convinced me that the 
two cases are closely connected. 


"It Is not, true that the police depart- 


ment acquainted me with the work of 
their handwriting experts. What I 
know of that subject I gleaned myself. 
I can say, however, that I have advised 
the police department that no pei^ri 
should be arrested for the heinous cr^ne 
of murder in the lirst degree unless, by 
the testimony in their possession, there 
Is sufficient probable cause to induce a 
belief that the individual charged has 
committed the crime. 
^ 


"I have assigned to this case represen- 


tatives of this office—Assistant District 
Attorney James W. Osborne and As- 
sistant Distrtict Attorney Maurice B. 
Blumenthal, who are thoroughly com- 
petent to do their work. 


"The minute the police have anything 


tangible on which they can hold a 
man they must make the arrest; not 
otherwise. Should an arrest be made 
without probable cause, there would 
be a setback'to the Investigation." 


"I agree that at tlie Inquest the name 


of some prominent people may be men- 
tioned, and that some scandal may fol- 
low. 
I cannot say that there will be a 


political scandal, for I don't know the 
politics of the persons I,have In mind. 
I can say, however, that no politics has 
been brought into this case. The person 
guilty of this crime is a moral pervert, 
and In my opinion Barnet and Cornish 
were the intended victims.' At this time 
I would not like to give my ideas of the 
motive, but I think at the inquest proof 
sufficient to warrant an arrest will be ad- 
duced. I am satisfied with what is the 
motive in this case, but my opinion is 
not evieclence. I think that the evidence 
at the inquest will run into each other 
in the Barnet and Mrs. Adams cases. It 
would not take a long time to exhume 
and make an analysis of Darnel's l>ody, 
and it could be done before the Adams 
inquest is thjough. In other words I 
think they hoth can be held together. 
"I think that lyiore than two persons 


were concerned in this murder, and may- 
be a third one kno\\s all about U. The 
minute I get evidence I shall cause an 
arrest. This evidence will come. I am 
sure, at the inquest. 


"The <¥old-:>looued poisoning of people 


lias got to stop, and it Is now time for the 
coroner to go on with the inquopt. We 
are working, and a Uio'-ous'i i;uo>tiga- 
llon Into the tv,o cases—Atl-ini!* and 
Warnet—will ln» had. 


"This murder wus done v ith (loop de- 


liberation by a percon MuueralHy fa- 
miliar with chemistry. The investigation 
shows startling things in connection 
with the poisons used ami ihe methods 
of using them. The poison n<-ts differ- 
ently in different systems. The poisoners 
did not know, evidently, that poison 
would be nlow in one cat-o and quick in 
another; 
that different ingredients-, 


would make a change. In all prohahli. 
Hy, the poisoner intended that each vic- 
tim should die slowly. 


"This ca»e 'is similar to that of the 


Cleveland street scandal in London,

INDIAN TREATY SIGNED. 


Muskogee, I. T.. Feb. 2.—The treaty be- 


tween the United States and the Creek 
nation was completed and signed here 
last night. It provides for the capitaliza- 
tion of all the assets of the Creek tribe 
of Indians and an equal division of the 
same in lands and money among' its 
members. The Creek freedmen are to 
receive only 160 acres of land, without 
regard to the location or value of same. 
The tribal government of the Creek na- 
tion is to be reinstated and continued 
until tbe lands are allotted, but may not 
trv persons chaiged with homicide, em- 
bezzlement or bribery. The incorporated 
towns in the nation are authorized to 
issue bonds for the erection of water- 
works and sewerasre system for lighting 
the towns. T$ie sale of intoxicating 
liquor in the Creek nation is to be pro- 
hibited by the United States and na- 
tion is not to be made a part of any state 
without its consent, unless such state 
embraces tnly the five civilized tribes. 
Before the treaty becomes effective it 
Is to be ratified by congress and by a 
majority or the voters of the Creek na- 
tion. 


CHINATOWN DESTROYED. 


Vancouver. B, C., Feb. 2.—Chinatown, 


at the big Chemalnus lumber mill near 
Nanalmo, the coal center of the province, 
has been almost completely destroyed by 
fire, and a number of Chinamen burned 
to death. 
After work the Mongolians 


built a huge fire in the center of the 
Chinese quarter and proceeded to smoke 
opium. All became befuddled, and the 
liames catching tbe flimsy cabins of the 
settlement, gained headway before the 
opium-drugged Chinamen realized their 
predicament. Then they rushed blindly 
into the tlames. Scenes of the wildest 
description 
were \\itnessed by the 


white settlers who went to the rescue, 
The flimsy shacks burned fiercely, and 
soon they were a mass of smoking ruins. 
It was then ascertained that at least 
two Chinese were burned to death. A 
number of others were badly burned, 
and it is reported that several others 
are miasing. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL BUUNED. 


Augusta, Me., Feb. 2.—The main 


building of the Maine Industrial school 
for girls .it Hallowell was totally do 
stroycd by fire this forenoon. It was a

The in- 
mates escaped In safety, losing most 
of their offoc-ts. The cause of the five 
has not bet-n loarnod here.

CUBA'S POSTAL SERVICE 


It Will lt« Cnmnlrtely Revo'.u:louir.ed l>y 


Aj;eiiti of the Uniteil slate*. 


Washington, Feb. 2.—The postal com- 


mission, \vhich has been investigating 
conditions in Cuba, as a basis for the 
e/omplete revolutionizing of the pcsta! 
service there, will hold a s-ession heie 
next Monday. Chairman Jlachen eame 
on in a.d\ance to make a preliminary re- 
port, and the other conrrtnirsioncrs. 
Messrs. Masten, Bir.gham arid Fo?nes, 
left Havana j esterday foi Washington. 


The commission has found the postal 


system on the island to be in an ex- 
tremely chaotic and crude state. an<i 
there -n ill follow a complete transforma- 
tion of the service in all branches and 
throughout the island. The commission 
wail recommend placing employes of the 
United States postal service at the head 
of the principal postoffiees in Cuba to 
act either as postmaster or perhaps as 
advisers to the native postmasters. The 
basis of this policy is the education and 
instruction of the Spanish and Cubans, 
v. no are postmasters, in modern Ameri- 
can postal methods, Th!s policy is in 
line with that of the administration aJl 
along, of avoiding a disturbance of the 
personnel of the offices in Cuba as far as 
possible. 


The commission has ascertained that 


a scheme of the nature of a civil service 
system has been in operation in the uld 
regime by the operation of which clerks 
were promoted for efficiency and good 
service. There also has been a system 
for the promotion of postmasters from 
the smaller to the larger offices. 


The commission has found that as a 


rule the Spanish or Cuban clerks are well 
educated, and in this respect have a 
standard above the average postal 
clerk. The promotion and advancement 
idea of the employes is evidenced by the 
official designation of the ordinary clerks, 
who rank with our low-grade clerks as 
"aspirants."
